The charter 
commonced at Hongkong on the 2nd Jaunary, 
1886, and undor it the German steamer Decima 
was placed under the control of tha plaintiff. the 
charterer, for 4 monthly snm, pavable fortnight- 
ly {on Hongkong in advance, Under the direc- 
tions of the plaintiff, the Decins made several 
voyages’ botweon Hongkong and Srigron, loaded 
with rics ut Saigon and returned to Hongkong. 
On the last of these voyagas the Dante arrived 
at Saigon on the 4th April, 1886. and commenced 
guloading.
